plete the bulky mass of legal papers 
for the United States supreme court 
sooner. The appeal which, if it reaches 
Washington in time, will at least *e^m- 
porarily stay Woolfgang's execution.

presidential campaign, slated to begin 
he second week in August, will be 
ne of the shortest of modern politi- 
cal times. 


Officially thus far neither of The 
wo old parties have a candidate for 
president or vice president. The La 
Toilette-Wheeler . outfit is ahead of 
hem there. 
But. the latter combin- 


ation still is without a name. 
Therefore almost at the beginning 


of August in a presidential year the 
democrats and Republicans have not 
notified their nominees 
nor 
heard 
heir acceptances, while the indepen- 
dent outfit which is claiming it holds 
he balance of---power in the nation 
has not been able to decide upon a 
name for itself- 
The tasks ahead of the Democrats 


and Republicans are simple. The task 


of the independents is difficult. 


They believe there is much in a name 
and are going to hold a sort of con- 
vention to select one. Up to this time 
.he independents have called them- 
selves a conference for 
progressive 


political action. 
The new name will 


>e selected so as to convy a similar 
:dea 
in a fewer number of words- It 


is safe to assume that -when the name 
finally is chosen the word progressive 
will be in it some where. 
Colonel Roosevelt when he ran in- 


dependently in 1912 chose the title 
"National Progressive Party" and it 
.s within the realms of possibility that 
Mr. La Foilette and his associates will 
go back to that designation. 


Various unexpected elements have 


combined to shorten the campaign 
this year, but it is believed they will 
also serve to .make the fight an un- 
usually tense one. There really will 
be but a little more than two months 
of active campaigning- The various 
political managers are making their 
plans but they can not go ahead until 
the candidates have been notified and 
have outlined their own platforms. 
The campaign thi syear is not to be 


a battle of party against party. The 
Democrats in a way -wteh It could be 
so arranged, for 
they believe that 


acainst the party record of the Re- 
publicans in Congress and in various 
administrative affairs they could wage 
a much more effective battle than 
will be possible against President Cal 
vin Coolidge a« an individual. 


Mr. Coolidg* has been admitted b> 


the Republicans this year to be their 
one big asset- They would prefer that 


'inced what they chose at New York 
he one man in the party they can 
match against Mr. Cooldige in all the 
ttributes of a president. Like the Re- 
lublicans. they believe the country 
willl accept Mr. Dayis as his own 
jlatform and that the.issue in the last 
analysis may lie' 
between the two 


men—not between the parties. 


The Democrats, however, will (en- 


deavor to interject as much of the 
jarty flavor to the campaign as they 
can-" It will be their claim that, even 
f Mr. Coolidge should be elected -his 
party is so badly split in Congress 
hat he will be unable to force thru 
:he administrative program he has 
jlanned. 
On the other hand it will 


>e asserted the Democrats are "to- 
gether" this year as never before and 
f .placed in power 
at Washington 


.votild be able to function smoothly 
and with proper party discipline. The 
defection of Senator Wheeler to the 
La Foilette forces will be minimized 
as an isloated case and not reflective 
of any condition within the.party. 


The briefness of the campaign this

died last night at Belmont Abbey, 
lad not been completed today, ac- 
cording to officials at the Abbey, of 
which he was Abbot. It was said that 
services probably would be held on 
next Tuesday, however. 
Although Bishop Haid had been ill 


with gall stones three jears and sev- 
eral weeks ago he was critically iil 
at a Charlotte hospital, the end came 
rather unexpectedly. His illness took 
a critical turn suddenly on "Wednes- 
day night and yesterday morning the 
sacrament of extreme unction was ad- 
ministered. It was announced short- 
ly afterward that death was expected 
at any time and the doctors had given 


D hope of saving him. 
The venerable bishop, who was 75 
years old was one of the best known 
church men in the southeast. 
He 


was born in Latrobe. Pa., July 15, 
1849 and in 1869 jojined the bene- 
dictine order. 
Ht was ordained a 
priest in 1S72 and from that year un- 
til 1885 was chaplain and professor 
at St. Vincent's Abbey, Beatty. Pa. 


In July. 18S5 he became abbot of 
Belmont Cathedral 
Abbey at „Bel- 


mont, N. C.. remaining in that ca- 
pacity until his. death. 
Bishop Haid was appointed vicar 
apostolic of North Carolina and titu- 
lar bishop of Messene in 1910 and on 
J;uly 15. 1914, was made assistant to 
the papal throne. In 1920 Pope Pius 
X conferred upon Bishop Haid, the 
honor of presiding over Abbati Nul- 
lius. or Cathedral Abbey, an honor no
